The  27th  Annual  Report  of  the  Board 

of  Management. 

It  is  with  very  great  pleasure  that  the  Board  of  Management 
presents  its  Annual  Report  for  the  year  192O.  The  year  must 
he  recorded  as  a  very  eventful  one  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital, 
the  whole  of  it  having  been  devoted  to  what  may  be  described 
as  a  state  of  transition  from  the  “  Cottage  Hospital,”  which  lias 
sei  veil  Clacton  and  District  so  well  for  a  period  of  nearly  30 
years,  to  a  Hospital  with  accommodation  for  24  beds  including 
two  private  wards  and  a  children's  ward,  a  new  Operating 
Theatre  and  X-Ray  Room  equipped  with  the  most  modern 
apparatus,  a  Nurses’  Sitting  Room  and  Duty  Room  with  every 
convenience  for  ministering  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  and 
nursing  staff  and  the  efficient  working  ol  the  Hospital. 

At  the  annual  meeting  last  year,  the  Building  Fund  stood 
at  about  ^5,000,  but  when  the  tenders  for  the  work  were  opened 
it  was  found  that  at  least  another  ^3,000  would  be  required  to 
complete  the  work  according  to  plans  and  specifications.  Although 
somewhat  dismayed  to  find  that  another  £2,000  or  more  would 
be  required  the  Extension  Committee,  with  its  usual  zeal  and 
energy,  and  with  Mrs.  H.  Grant  at  its  head,  at  once  set  itself 
to  the  task,  and  was  given  a  good  lead  by  your  esteemed 
President  who  promised  that  the  grounds  of  St.  Osyth’s  Priory 
should  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Committee  for  another 
Fete  in  the  Summer.  This  fact  alone  was  a  great  incentive  to 
the  Committee  and  its  co-workers  to  make  a  determined  effort 
to  achieve  its  object.  The  result  we  now  know  was  that  at  the 
end  of  the  ^ay  a  further  sum  of  over  ^1,000  was  placed  to  the 
credit  of  the  Extension  Fund. 

At  a  subsequent  date  the  Secretary  of  the  Extension  Fund 
(Mrs.  H.  Grant)  was  the  recipient  of  a  cheque  for  £1,000  as  a 
legacy  under  the  will  of  the  late  Miss  Marion  Fox  through  tin* 
instrumentality  of  F.  H.  Finlaison,  Esq.,  one  of  the  Executors 
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to  the  will,  to  whom  the  Board  tenders  its  very  great  appreciation 
and  gratitude.  These  very  substantial  helps,  combined  with 
the  liberality  of  local  residents  who  have  assisted  either  by  per¬ 
sonal  donations  to  the  Fund,  or  by  the  organisation  of  entertain¬ 
ments  of  various  kinds,  greatly  encouraged  the  Committee  to 
go  forward,  in  fact  probably  no  Hospital  Committee  has  ever 
had  more  enthusiastic  and  open-handed  support  in  its  task. 


To  one  and  all  the  heartiest  thanks  of  the  Board  are 
accorded. 

Many  very  successful  undertakings  on  behalf  of  the  Extension 
F  und  have  been  organised,  all  of  which  have  been  acknowledged 
in  detail  in  the  public  Press.  The  Sea  Angling  Club,  under  the 
capable  administration  of  Mr.  Douglas  Lewellen,  raised  last  year 
a  sum  of  no  less  than  £160  towards  the  provision  of  the  equip¬ 
ment  of  the  X-Ray  Room  and  encouraged  by  such  a  phenomenal 
success,  they  decided  to  make  themselves  responsible  for  the 
whole  cost  of  the  equipment,  totalling  some  ^500.  The  Board 
feels  its  great  indebtedness  to  Mr.  Lewellen  and  the  members 
of  his  Society  for  this  magnificent  effort  which  the  Board  intends 
to  recognise  by  the  fixing  of  a  tablet  in  the  X-Ray  Room 
recording  the  fact. 

It  will  be  seen  on  another  page  of  this  report,  that  a  Linen 
League  has  been  established  this  year.  The  Secretary’s  report 
and  balance  sheet  is  sufficient  evidence  of  the  great  usefulness 
of  such  a  League  and  its  financial  value  to  the  Maintenance 
Fund.  The  Board  wishes  to  record  in  this  report  its  gratitude 
to  the  organiser  (Mrs.  Larkham)  and  the  officers  and  members 
of  the  League  for  such  valuable  assistance.  Ladies  wishing  to 
become  members  will  be  cordially  welcomed.  The  annual 
subscription  is  2s.  6d. 

Another  innovation  for  increasing  the  revenue  of  the  Hospital 
Funds  this  year  has  been  the  collection  of  Tinfoil  and  Leadfoil 
by  Miss  Fitch,  a  great  enthusiast  in  this  department  whose 
energy  has  already  secured  a  good  collection.  Here  is  a  way  of 
helping  the  funds  of  the  Hospital  at  no  cost  and  little  trouble 
by  saving  all  tinfoil  and  leadfoil,  and  sending  it  to  Miss  Fitch, 
36,  Wellesley  Road. 


In  addition  to  these  “  special  efforts  ”  as  they  may  be 
termed,  the  Maintenance  Fund  has  been  generally  well  sup¬ 
ported.  I  he  annual  subscriptions  lor  the  year  have  been  well 
maintained  and  while  several  of  the  old  subscriptions  have  not  yet 
been  received,  fourteen  new  subscribers  have  been  added  to  the 
list,  but  the  same  cannot  be  said  of  the  donations  which  show  a 
decrease. 

W  itli  regard  to  entertainments,  owing  to  the  fact  tha  Clacton 
received  a  good  share  of  the  proceeds  of  the  Colchester  and 
Clacton  Motor  Club  Carnival,  the  increase  from  this  source  is 
considerably  augmented. 

The  street  collections,  with  the  exception  of  “  Alexandra 
Day  suffered  materially,  but  this  was  fully  anticipated,  owing 
to  the  number  of  collections  organised  for  similar  objects 
occurring  within  a  few  days  of  each  other.  It  is  hoped  that  in 
future,  dates  may  be  arranged  by  the  organisers  of  street  collec¬ 
tions  for  charitable  objects  in  order  to  prevent  overlapping.  The 
income  from  collecting  boxes  at  the  various  establishments  also 
shows  a  decrease  this  year ;  several  causes  for  this  can  be 
assigned,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  the  coming  year  this  source  of 
revenue  will  improve.  On  the  other  hand  it  is  very  gratifying 
to  find  that  the  church  collections  (harvest  festivals  and  other 
offertories)  amount  to  considerably  more  than  last  year  and  it 
is  hoped  that  this  may  be  maintained.  The  Hoard,  however, 
finds  much  encouragement  from  the  fact  that  although  six  of 

the  various  sources  of  income  are  less  than  last  year,  in  the 

* 

aggregate  the  total  shows  an  increase.  It  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  reiterate  the  statement  made  in  last  year’s  report, 
viz.,  that  in  order  to  maintain  a  Hospital  twice  the  size  of  the 
previous  one,  the  income  from  all  sources  must  be  increased  in 
proportion.  This  report  would  be  very  incomplete  if  it  did  not 
acknowledge  its  great  indebtedness  to  all  who  have  contributed 
in  many  ways  in  assisting  the  Hoard  of  Management  in  the 
upkeep  and  administration  of  the  Hospital,  especially  during  the 
period  of  reconstruction  and  rebuilding,  and  it  (the  Hoard)  wishes 
first  to  place  on  record  its  high  appreciation  of  the  kindness  of 
the  Governors  of  the  Royal  Northern  Hospital  for  the  provision 
of  temporary  accommodation  in  the  Reckitt  Convalescent  Home 
during  the  closing  of  the  Hospital  from  April  to  the  end  of 
September,  i <)2b,  and  acknowledges  with  grateful  thanks  the 
kindness  shown  by  its  Matron  (Miss  Fletcher)  to  the  patients 
during  the  temporary  residence  there. 
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lo  give  a  detailed  report  of  all  who  have  so  kindly  and 
geneiousl}  assisted  the  Hospital’s  finances,  or  in  various  other 
wavs  would  fill  the  pages  of  the  report,  but  the  Board  wishes 
particularly  to  thank  the  Committee  of  the  Coan  Football  Com¬ 
petition  for  another  generous  donation  of  ^45  and  a  further  sum 
oi  1  rom  the  Junior  Cup  Competition,  making-  a  grand  total 

oi  ^395  hi  six  years;  the  “  Brightlingsea  Players  ”  for  a 
donation  ol  fy  3s.  ;  to  the  League  of  Mercy  for  a  donation  of 
^3°  which  has  this  year  been  paid  to  the  Extension  Fund  ;  to  the 
staff  of  the  London  and  North  Eastern  Railway  (Clacton  Section) 
for  their  contribution  of  -£63  8s.  3d.

I  hui  low,  for  a  great  deal  of  help  so  willingly  given  in  the  cause 
of  the  Hospital,  and  special  thanks  are  due  to  Mr  H.  Markham 
for  his  valuable  assistance  in  Frinton. 

The  Board  wishes  to  tender  its  very  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Auditors,  Messrs.  Bensusan-Butt  and  Co.,  Chartered  Accountants, 
who  have  for  many  years  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Hospital, 
and  extends  to  them  its  grateful  appreciation. 


The  retiring  members  of  the  Board  are  Mr.  1\  M.  Thurlow 
and  Mrs.  S.  Wheeler,  both  ot  whom  are  eligible  for  re-election, 
but  it  is  a  matter  of  great  regret  to  the  Board  that  Mr.  Thurlow 
is  not  seeking  re-election.  It  is  hoped,  however,  that  he  will 
still  continue  his  interest  in  the  work  of  which  he  has,  for  a  long 
period,  taken  a  very  active  part. 

A  very  notable  event  which  must  be  recorded  in  this  report, 
is  the  laying  of  the  Foundation  Stone  on  April  yth  of  the  new- 
west  wing.  The  Board,  acting  upon  the  maxim  “  Honour  to 
whom  honour  is  due,”  without  any  hesitation  singled  out  Mrs. 
H.  Grant  as  the  lady  to  perform  the  stone-laying  ceremony, 
feeling  that  all  would  agree  that  the  honour  was  rightly  placed, 
considering  the  large-hearted  interest  this  lady  has  in  the  Hospital 
generally  and  the  part  she  has  played  in  its  extension. 


The  Board,  having  accepted  tenders  for  the  making  up  of 
the  roads  round  the  Hospital  and  the  laying  out  ol  the  garden, 
it  is  anticipated  that  all  will  be  in  readiness  lor  the  official  opening 
of  the  Hospital  on  a  date  yet  to  be  fixed  in  April  next.  Due 
notice  will  be  sent  to  all  Life  Governors,  Donors  and  Subscribers, 
and  it  is  hoped  that  tin*  attendance  will  be  a  record  one.  With 
such  great  development  in  t lie  growth  of  the  Hospital  it  is  quite 
natural  that  it  should  occur  to  the  mind  of  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Management  and  a  great  supporter  ol  the  Hospital  in 
Frinton  (H.  Markham,  Fsq.)  and  others,  that  the  time  was 
opportune  for  overhauling  the  rules  and  bringing  them  up-to-date 
and  more  in  conformity  with  the  needs  of  the  Institution.  Our 
special  thanks  are  due  to  this  gentleman  foi  the  time  and  trouble 
he  took  in  the  revision  of  the  old  rules,  proposing  amendments 
and  making  suggestions  for  new  rules  where  necessary. 
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At  a  recent  meeting-  of  the  Hoard  it  was  unanimously  agreed 
to  perpetuate  the  memory  of  its  Founder  (Dr.  Slimon; 
and  its  late  lion .  Secretary  (lid ward  \\  eldon)  by  naming-  the 
West  Ward  the  “  Slimon  Ward  ”  and  the  East  Ward  the 
Weldon  "W  ard,  and  as  the  11  Alexandra  Day  ’  Committee  has 
most  kindh  undertaken  to  make  itself  responsible  for  the  support 
of  the  Children  s  \\  ard  tliis  V\  ard  will  he  known  as  the 
Alexandra  Day  Ward.  According  to  the  new  rules  any 
Club  or  Society  subscribing  to  the  Hospital  a  sum  of  £$o 

annually,  shall  have  a  bod  or  cot  bearing  the  name  ('if  the  Club 
or  Society.  This  honourable  distinction  has  been  first  conferred 
upon  the  Coan  Football  Cup  Competition. 


It  was  with  very  great  regret  that  the  resignation  of  the 
Hon.  Matron  (Miss  M.  Clark)  was  received.  She  had  held  the 
position  for  27  yeais,  which  covered  nearly  the  whole  of  the 
peiiod  that  the  Hospital  had  been  in  existence.  She  received 
on  her  departure  both  a  handsome  honorarium  from  the  Board 
(100  guineas)  and  a  gift  of  £80  from  the  subscribers  to  the 
testimonial  fund,  coupled  with  the  best  wishes  for  her  future 
life  in  New  Zealand  from  all  who  knew  her. 


The  position  of  Matron  has  been  filled  by  the  appointment 
of  Miss  E.  M.  Corfield  from  the  Victoria  Hospital,  Southend, 
where  she  occupied  the  important  position  of  Assistant  Matron. 
Miss  Corfield  has  now  been  in  residence  since  September  27th 
and  the  Board  has  formed  a  high  opinion  of  her  ability  as  Matron 
and  has  the  fullest  confidence  in  the  continued  prosperity  of  the 
Hospital  under  the  new  regime. 

In  conclusion  the  Board  of  Management  express  their 
gratitude  to  the  Hon.  Secretary,  Mr.  L.  H.  Etchells,  for  his 
devotion  to  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  during-  the  past  year. 
I  he  large  increase  of  work  arising  through  the  extension  of  the 
I  fospital  has  compelled  him  to  give  much  more  of  his  time  and 
energy  and  the  warmest  thanks  of  the  Board  and  all  the  friends 
of  the  Hospital  are  due  to  him  for  his  indefatigable  labours..

1926,  with  the 
object  of  supplying  all  the  linen  necessary  for  the 
Hospital,  as  a  gift  from  the  ladies  of  Clacton  and  District. 
288  members  have  l»eon  enrolled  and  the  above  list  shows 
the  result  of  their  effort.  Mho  minimum  subscription 
is  2s.  6d.  It  is  hoped  thus  to  relieve  the  Maintenance 
Hoard  altogether  of  the  supply  of  linen,  and  to  provide 
funds  for  its  future  maintenance.

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Extracts  from  Rules. 


OBJECT. 

2. — The  Hospital  is  intended  for  the  benefit  of 
persons  who  are  unable  to  obtain  the  necessary 
medical  attention,  accommodation  and  nursing  at 
their  own  homes,  for  accidents  of  all  kinds,  and  cases 
of  sudden  illness,  and  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of 
Clacton-on-Sea  and  the  surrounding  Districts  support¬ 
ing  the  Institution. 

ELECTION  OF  BOARD. 

O. — A  (ieneral  Meeting  of  Lile-(  iovernors  and 
Subscribers  shall  be  held  once  in  each  year  during  the 
month  of  January,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable, 
to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Management,  to  elect 
the  Secretary,  Treasurer,  Auditor,  the  Medical  Staff, 
and  to  transact  any  business  that  may  be  considered 
necessary. 

DONATIONS  AND  SUBSCRIPTIONS. 

HOW  SUPPORTED. 

14.  — The  Hospital  shall  be  supported  by  Annual 
Subscriptions,  Donations,  Bequests,  payments  made 
by  patients,  etc.  The  Annual  Subscriptions  shall  be 
payable  in  advance  and  renewable  from  the  date  of 
the  first  payment. 

LIFE-COVERNORS  AND  SUBSCRIBERS. 

15.  — Everv  donor  of  10  guineas  and  upwards 
shall  be  a  Life-< iovernor  and  have  ihe  right  of  voting 
at  all  General  Meetings,  and  every  Annual  Subscriber 
of  one  guinea  and  upwards  shall  have  the  same 
privilege  during  the  current  year  of  such  subscription. 

LETTERS  OF  RECOMMENDATION. 

16. -  Life-Governors  shall  be  entitled  to  have  one 
letter  of  recommendation  yearly  for  each  donation  of 
ten  guineas,  and  subscribers  to  one  letter  lor  each 
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guinea  yearly  subscribed,  such  letters  to  be  issued 
annually  to  Life-Governors  during  the  month  of 
January  in  each  year,  and  to  subscribers  on  payment 
ol  their  Annual  Subscription.  Each  letter  shall  be 
available  lor  one  month,  any  patient  requiring  the 
benefit  ol  the  Hospital  lor  a  longer  period  must 
obtain  another  letter  of  recommendation,  or  the  per¬ 
mission  of  the  Board  of  Management  to  be  given 
upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Officer 
attending  the  case. 


COLLECTIONS. 

17.  — Clergymen  and  Ministers  of  Religion,  and 
any  person  or  Committee  obtaining  a  minimum  sum 
of  ^5  5s.  towards  the  maintenance  of  the  Hospital, 
shall,  during  the  then  current  year,  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  subscribers  in  respect  of  each  guinea 
so  obtained. 

ENDOWING  BEDS. 

18.  — Any  person,  association  or  club,  making  a 
yearly  contribution  of  ^50  and  upwards  towards  the 
funds  of  the  Hospital,  shall,  during  the  continuance 
of  such  subscription,  be  at  liberty  to  give  a  name  or 
designation  to  one  of  the  beds  of  the  Hospital  and 
to  have  the  right  of  recommending  patients  for  such 
bed  without  further  payment.  A  yearly  contribution 
of  ^30  or  more  shall  entitle  any  person,  association, 
or  club,  to  have  similar  privileges  in  respect  of  a 
child’s  cot. 

REGULATIONS.— ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS. 

19.  — The  admission  of  patients  shall  be  by  letters 
of  recommendation  except  that : — 

1. — All  cases  of  accidents  and  sudden  illness  shall 
be  admitted  provisionally  by  the  Matron  if 
accommodation  be  available,  and  upon  admis¬ 
sion  the  Matron  shall  immediately  summon  a 
member  of  the  Medical  Stuff  who  may,  if  he 
deems  the  case  unsuitable  for  the  Institution, 
discharge  the  patient  and  report  the  same  to 
the  Hon.  Secretary.  Those  retained  in  the 
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Hospital  must  obtain  letters  of  recommenda¬ 
tion  and  will  come  under  the  general  provi¬ 
sions  of  Clause  II.  of  this  rule. 

LETTERS  OF  RECOMMENDATION. 

2. — Patients  shall  he  admitted  upon  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  Life-Governors  or  Subscribers, 
if  accommodation  be  available.  Such  admis¬ 
sion  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  a 
member  of  the  Medical  Staff.  The  patients 
may  contribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Hospital 
as  much  as  they  feel  that  they  can  afford  ; 
patients  living  outside  the  area  of  the 
Hospital  are  expected  to  pay  to  the  best  of 
their  ability. 

20.  — Patients  occupying  a  private  ward  shall  pay 
a  sum  of  at  least  five  guineas  per  week,  plus  such 
fees  for  medical  attendance  as  shall  be  decided 
between  doctor  and  patient. 

RESPONSIBILITY  OF  REMOVAL. 

21.  — The  most  urgent  cases  shall  be  admitted 
without  reference  to  priority,  and  no  case  shall  be 
admitted  which  can  be  treated  equally  well  outside. 
Every  patient  shall  obtain  an  undertaking  from  some 
substantial  householder  to  defray  expenses  of  removal 
or  burial. 


VISITING  CLERGYMEN. 

23.  — Patients  of  all  religious  denominations  shall 
be  admissible  and  may  be  visited  by  a  Clergyman  or 
Minister  of  their  own  denomination,  if  they  desire  to 
avail  themselves  of  their  ministrations. 

VISITORS. 

24.  — Relatives  of  friends  may  visit  patients  in 
dangerous  cases  at  any  time,  by  an  order  from  the 
Matron  or  Medical  Attendant.  The  usual  visiting 
days  shall  be  Sundays  and  Wednesdays  from  2  to 

4  p.m. 
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REMOVAL. 

25.  — Any  patient  may  at  any  time  be  removed 
by  order  of  a  member  of  the  Medical  Staff  attending 
the  case,  or  in  consequence  of  improper  conduct  or 
breach  of  the  rules  of  the  Hospital. 

DISQUALIFICATION. 

26.  — The  following'  persons  shall  be  disqualified 
lor  admission : — Women  in  advanced  state  of  preg¬ 
nancy,  unless,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Attendant, 
an  immediate  operation  is  necessary,  those  disordered 
in  intellect,  suffering-  from  consumption  in  an  advanced 
stage,  epilepsy,  or  any  infectious  disease,  or  from 
incurable  disease,  and  children  under  two  years, 
except  accident  or  operation  cases.
